He displayed a handful of 
weekly mortality charts, each one of 
which showed ten to twenty deaths 
from these two diseases as compared 
to two or three from other causes. 

Recent tests made by the depart- 
ment of health show that Chicago gets 
only 40 per cent as much sunlight as 
the Indiana dunes. Other tests show 
that less than half the ultra-violet 
sun rays falling upon the towers of 
loop skyscrapers reach the street 
below. 

Ald. Byrne’s subcommittee is ex- 
pected to meet Monday or Tuesday to 
take final action on its new smoke 
department ordinance. It will send its 
recommendations to the council with 
a view to having the department in

Collier Helped Enterprise. 

Completion of the trail is largely 
dug to the determination ot Barron 
Collier of New York, owner of more 
than one million acres of land in 
Collier.county, Florida. When state) 
officials had become discouraged after | 
financing preliminary work on the | 
highway, Mr. Collier stepped in and | 
carried out the project by investing 
approximately $1,000,000 of his per- | 
sonal funds. This inspired the state 
later to carry out the project. 

Dramatic events marked the prog- 
ress of construction. Chief among 
these was a threatened uprising by 
the Seminole Indians who resented 
intrusion by the white man into the 
privacy of their domains. 

Theugh the trail has brought mod- 
ern traffic to the heart of the Ever- 
glades, the primitive conditions of the 
jungle and swamps remain unchanged. 
Lovers, of wild life find the highway 
interesting and attractive. Game is 
plentiful— deer, panther, bear and 
other native animals—and the swamps 
are thick with alligators. Passing 
motorists can observe many beautiful 
birds flying about, or wading in the 
swamps. Moreover, eagles may be 
seen,at any howr of the day soaring 
over the tree tops. Incidentally, too, 
there is excellent fishing. 


According to several official anc 
semi-official offerings to the press, the | 
Tamiami trail through the Florida 
Everglades is ready for automobile 
traffic. It was dedicated last April,

All evidence at hand now, however,

Has Taken Five Years. 


The task of driving a hard sur- 
faced highway through the swaa:ps of 
south Florida has consumed more 
than five years and immense sums 
cf money. It is forty feet wide from 
Miami to Fort Myers and its sub- 
grade equivalent to concrete. 

It was constructed by dredging the 
ccral rock substratum from a water 
cLannel across this vast morass and 
Luilding’the grade with this material.

Truth, and at’ What 
Age? Troubled Men 
and Women Would 
Like to Know. 


In the mail not long ago came tale 
letter: 


“My dear Mrs. Bevans: I always 
read your articles in the paper and I 
eagerly look for ones about just what 
to tell our adopted child, but I sel- 
dom sée anything in print. So please 
sqgmetime something on the sub- 
ject, won't You? 

“ Our little gir) is only 2 and we love 


her so, but already we are wondering if 


we should tell her she is adopted. 

“If so, what to tell her, and when? 
I would like so much to know the 
opinions of adopted children who are 
men and women now. Years ago one 
of the magazines had just such an 
article, but at that time I little dreamed 
I’d care to refer to it again. 


‘I’m sure all foster parents are de- 
sirous of doing the right thing, and 
would be happy to see a worthwhile 
article on that very subject. Your 
own personal reply on the subject 
would be appreciated if you answer 
letters.” 

This, indeed, is a letter that can be 
answered adequately with no glitter- 
ing generalities. Here is a young 
foster mother who dearly loves her 
little adopted daughter and because of 
that wants to know specifically what 
is the wise course to follow. First 
she wants it proved right and then 
she wants to know in detail how to

The State as s Moral 


By Clifford 
American idea of the state is that it is moral. 
There may be some of this in Great .Britain, but noth- 
ing so well defined and insistent, and the doctrine has 
scarcely any lf€ elsewhere. in Europe. It is our evan- 
gelical inheritance. Elsewhere the state is authority, power, 
order, security, and public decorum. _ Here the state is also 
minora] discipline and control. The United ‘States cannot be 
explained understood umtil its conception of full sover- 
eignty is perceived. When that ts done it becomes explicable. 
Almost any nation will become moralistic when it goes | 
to -war. All modern wars must be holy wars. Once there 
could be frank butchery for pleasure or profit, but now war 
must have a blessing. People do not care to go forth with 
the clear consciousness that they are outraging sentiments 
of humanity -and justice. But aside from that the United 
States is distinctive among occidental nations in its dev elop- 
ment of the state as a moral agency. 


‘It is written in the American constitution that there 
shall be no establishment of church, and it is supposed that 
we are trying to keep government and religion apart: In 
It isn’t a matter 
of creed and ritual, but the United States is taking over the} 
moral control which the church originally reserved: for itself 
and which the state conceded to it. 


It is not very difficult to find the point of departure at 
which American government veers off the road taken by 
other. governments. They concern themselves with the pro- 
tection of life and property, with the maintenance of order 
and ofépublic decorum. To a large extent that contains their 
idea of the state, It must protect itseif and its people, but 
within the rules of public decency the individual governs 
himself or submits to disciplinary doctrine as he chooses. 
He shall not behave so scandulously as to become offensive. 
Whatever his character may be, he must subdue it to the. 
requirements of society or he will get into trouble; but the 
state does not undertake many, if any, moral. duties purely 
as such. 


Other nations than. the United States recognize a need 
for the control of alcohclic beverages. But it is control. 
With the United States it is suppression. Sweden, Canada, 
and other countries have laws regulating the use of liquor. 
The United States thinks of any use as a sin. Other lands | 
are considering the material welfare of people. The United 
States considers their spiritual and moral welfare. Its

He might observe as a fat that Americans 
make distInctions based on charactér and conduct, that ‘a 
person here may in truth outlaw himself by his habits and 
in effect have the protection of law virtually withdrawn 
from him. He wouldn’t understand it, but he would per- 
ceive that certain varieties of behavior and conduct havea | 
gtartling effect on the value of a person's life in relation to 
the law.

Those who know the air 
and its splendid and, up to now, lone- 
ly highways, say that flying conduces 
to a spiritual elevation and calm seren- 
ity, noticeable in many flyers, who, 
before they took up flying, were apt 
to be nervous and irritable.

An Experienced Writer. 

Miss Earhart has written an ac- 
sount of her world renowned trip from 
the U. S. A. to England for a well 
Known publishing house. It is called 
"20 Hrs. and 40 Min.” or “Our 
Flight on the Friendship.” She is no 
tyro, but fs an experienced writer 
rings to her task not only keen 
powers of observation and a compe- 
tent pen, but also a real sense of 
humor. In this last named quality 
she is said to be a step ahead of Lind- 
berg, Who is reported to be of a serious 
outiook and turn of mind. 

The writer of these lines heard some- 
thing of the inside story of Miss BPar- 
hart’s trip which it is improbable that 
she includes in her account of it. 
As is perhaps not generally known, 
the enterprise was initiated and 
financed Sy the Hon. Mrs. Frederick 
Guest of New York and Palm Beach. 
She is a member of the wealthy 
Phipps family of Pittsburgh, and is 
therefore in a position, financially 


speaking, to indulge her fancies. She 
bought the airplane that made the 
trip, and paid a Sizable retaining fee 
to the aviator who steered it .across 
the sea, supplementing this by some- 
thing like $30,000 more when he made 
& successful landing in England. 

The mechanic, also, was well re- 
Munerated. Mrs. Guest planned to 
accompany this pair of airmen on 
this occasion, but was finally per- 
suaded by her family not to do so. 
At the last minute Miss Earhart, at 
that time a social worker in Boston, 
and also a trained aviator, took Mrs. 
Guest's place on the airplane. She 
was not paid for her part in the en- 
terprise, as she did it for the adven- 
ture and ifs also of independent means. 
The thrill of that flight across the 
wide and lonely ocean was reward 
enough for her. : 

She, like Lindbergh, shuns noto- 
riety and finds this the hardest part 
of the adventure. Arrived in London, 
she was received with loud and sincere 
acclaim as being the first woman to 
fly from this country to England. 
There were banquets and parades and 
receptions and speeches. As she had, 
like Lindbergh, taken no luggage with 
her, two of the largest outfitting es- 
tablishments offered to give her an 
entire wardrobe just for the advertis- 
ing this would give them, but here 
Mrs. Guest interposed from this side 
of the big pond and told Miss Ear- 
hart to go ahead and get a complete 
set of frocks and hats for which she, 
Mrs. Guest, will pay.

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Ordinance Is Aimed at 
Neighbors to North. 


Solution of the parking problem in 
the central Uptown district that has 
confronted Ald. John A. Massen of 
the 49th ward for months, has been 
reached with the introduction in the 


city comncil of a no parking restric 
tion on three specified streets. The 
ordinance provides that there shal! 
be no parking between the hours of 
8 and $:30 o'clock in the morning on 
Broaftway from Sunnyside avenue to 
Lafayette parkway; on Wilson ave- 
nue from Magnolia street to Sheridan 
road, and on Lawrence avenue from 
Broadway to Sheridan road. 

The ordinance has been referred to 
the c@uncil committee on traffic regu- 
lation and pubiic safety, of which 
Ald. Massen is a member. “ Since it 
refers only to the 49th ward, I ex- 
pect favorable action on the ordinance 
both by the traffic committee and the 
council,” Ald. Massen said. 


Sundays Are Excepted. | 

The ordinance. which is dated to 
take effect on Jan. 2 next, further pro- 
vides that the law will not be enforced 
on Sundays and holidays, and makes 
an exception of taxicab stands, ambu- 
lances and other emergency vehicles 
including these of public utility con- 
cerns. Vehicles also are permitted to 
stop to unload merchandise or dis 
charge passengers. 

Ald. Massen had the ordinance 
drawn following indorsement of the 
pian by the Central Uptown assoeia- 
tion’s traffic committee, of which 
Loren Miller is chairman. The specific 
purpose of the regulation is to pro- 
hibit the all day parking of cars by 
residents of Hvanston, Rogers Park 
and north Edgewater districts, who 
drive to this area, park their ma- 
to loop on the 
elevated. 


Biggest Problem, Massen Says. 

Ald. Massen said a check of auto- 
mobiles parked on one side of Broad- 
way in one block revealed that out 
of 20 cars 14 were owned by Evans- 
tom residents. The cars remained 
parked the entire day. He declares 
there is no doubt the drivers’ of the 
north communities are using the Wil- 
son avenue Vicinity as a storage cen- 
ter. 

“ The traffic and parking problem is 
‘the most dificult local problem with 
‘which I am compelled to deal,” Ald. | 
Massen said. “Scarcely a day passes 
without some business man ufging 
me to procure the enactment of a 
non-parking ordinance covering the 
street immediately in front of his 
place of business.” 

“If I aceeded to every of 
this sort there would be no spot in 
the central.Wptewn business district 
where any one could park. The aver- 
age business man wants no one to 
park in front of his establishment, but 
seems to expect that parking be per- 
mitted everywhere else.”

“TISONS CONTINUE 


PIANO SHOP DAD 
FOUNDED IN 1888 


Repair Upright Grand Built! 


by Noted Expert. 


H. Schroeder & Sons Piario house, 
said to be the oldest piano shop in the 
Lake View district and one of the 
ploneers on the north side, has re- 
cently completed repairs on a piano 
which is a type now seldom seen in 
Chicago. The piano shop was founded 
ten years later. 

The Schroeder store at 3409 North 
Ashland avenue, which is now operat- 
ed by Paul B. and Fred E. Schroeder, 
brothers, was founded forty years ago 
by their father, the late H. Schroeder. 
The founder was born in Germany in 
1861 and received his training in piano 


construction in his native country. 
The old instrument which has re- 
cently undergone repairs at the store, 
is an upright grand piano, one of only 
six of its kind constructed by J. Frank 


Conover of the Cable Piano company, 


thirty years ago. 


Arranged Differently from New Hinds. 

Although the instrument is built 
upon principals of the modern piano, 
it is unlike it in construction. The 
key bed and lower portion are that of 
the square piano. The upper part is 
that of a grand piano. in a perpendic- 
ular position. The strings, plate ac- 
tion and hammers are in back of the 
piano, while the keys, sounding board 
and tuning pins are in the front. 

“When assembled,” Mr. Schroeder 
says, “ it is a piece of art with a 
case of fine mahogany, handsomely 
carved, and a pianoforte known to the 
profession by only a few.”’ 

The Schroeder shop has been located 
on Ashland avenue since its organiza- 
tion, the first shop being at Otto ave 
nue. Lake View at that time was a 
township, for ft was a year after the 
founding of the piano shop that the 
district was annexed by Chicago. In 
1890 the shop moved to School street, 
where it remained ten years until its 
removal to the present location. 


Founder Built Pianos for Sale 
In the early days of the store’s ex- 
istence the founder built his own pi- 
anos by hand, one of the first to be

Mr. Shepard, the dealer, lacking the 
two quick tricks required for an 
initial bid, passed. Mr. Whitehead, 
ij west, bid one no trump, preferring it 
to his alternative bid of one spade, on 
account of the 4-3-3-3 distribution of 


no trump. play. 
Takes Out Partner. 


.-Mr. Work, north, passed; and Mr. 
Leibenderfer, east, took his partner 
out of the no trump by bidding two 
bearts. He did this in accord with 
the present practice of showing a five 
card major suit of reasonable strength 
over partner’s no trump, regardless of 
the distribution of the hand. Such a 
bid gives the no trump bidder the 
option either of passing and trying 
jfor game at the major, or of rebid- 
ding the no trump with assurance 
that dummy will be helpful. 

In this connection it was pointed 
out by Mr. Work that a take out of 
partner’s no trump should not be 
made with a weak five card major 
even when the hand contains a worth- 
less singleton. Such a take out is 
liable to prove dangerous, as the no 
trump bidder may not like the major 
and will rebid the no trump; then 
find too little assistance in the dummy 
hand to enable him to make his con- 
tract. In this case, however, the sin- 
gieton queen of diamonds was not 
worthless; and the major suit was far 
from -weak. 

After east’s ewebentt bid, Mr. 
Shepard, south, passed. So did Mr. 
Whitehead, west, as he had normal 
support for the hearts, including two 
honors, and only a single stopper in 
clubs, which might prove troublesome 
at no trump, Mr. Work, north, passed; 
giving east the bid for two hearts.

not play dummy’s, ace, and would im- 
mediately return the suit, so as to be 
able to ruff the third round. 

Declarer’s plan of play had tp con- 
sider the most dangerous -contingency 
this case, that Mr. Shepard's 
opening was from a five-card suit. In 
this event if north were permitted to 
win the first club trick with the king, 
Mr, Leibenderfer, declarer, upon the 
return of thé clubs by north, would 
have to win the second trick with 
dummy’s ace in order to try the trump 
finesse against the outstanding king 
of hearts. Should this finesse fail, Mr. 
Shepard, south, winning the heart 
trick, would lead a third round of 
clubs, which Mr. Work, north, could 
trump. This club ruff, the king of 
clubs, the king of trumps, and the 
ace of spades would give the adver- 
saries four tricks and stop game. 

Tries Trump Finesse. 

To prevent this possible catastrophe, 
Mr. Leibenderfer played dummy’s ace 
to the first trick. Mr. Work played the 
4 of clubs; declarer the 6. — 


.Mr. Leibenderfer led the ace of dia- 
monds from dummy; Mr. Work played 
the 4; declarer the queen; Mr. Shepard 
the 2; dummy continued with the king 
of diamonds; Mr. Work played the 5; 
declarer discarded the 8 of clubs; Mr. 
Shepard played the 3 of diamonds. 


Having rid himself of a losing elub, 
limiting his possible loss in that suit 
to one trick, declarer proceeded to ‘try 
the heart finesse, leading the jack 
from dummy. Mr. Work played the 2; 
declarer the 3; Mr. Shepard won with 
the king. 

Mr. Shepard then led the 2 of clubs: 
dummy played the 3; Mr. Work the 
} king: and declarer the queen. , 

Mr. Work led the 6 of diamonds 
rather thar lead up to the strong 
spade suit in. dummy. Declarer 
trumped with the 6 of hearts, Mr. 
Shepard played the 7 of diamonds, 
dummy played the 8. Declarer then 
led the 7 of hearts, Mr. Shepard played 
the 5, dummy the 9, Mr. Work the 4. 
Continuing trumps, declarer led the 
10 from dummy, Mr. Work played the 
8. declarer the queen, and Mr. Shepard 
discarded the 7 of clubs. 

Mr. Leibenderfer, declarer, then led 
the 2 of spades, which Mr. Shepard, 
south, won with the ace; Dummy fol- 
lowing with the 6 and Mr. ‘Work with 
the 4. Mr. Shepard led the jack of 
clubs, dummy played the 9, Mr. Work 
discarded the 9 of diamonds, and de- 
‘elarer trumped with the ace of hearts. 
Declarer then led a spade to the three 
high spades in dummy, which were 
good for the last three tricks, giving 
declarer four odd, game at hearts, 
with 3% points for tricks and 40 -for 
four honors divided. 


Contract 


In discussing the bidding of this 
hand at contract Mr. Work stated 
that Mr, Whitehead, west, would bid 
no trump for the same reasons that 
he hid no trump in the auction hand. 
The only. question in contract would 
be whethef to bid one or two. The 
general rule is to bid two no trumps 
when the d counts 17 (reckoning 
ace 4, king 3, queen 2, and jack 1) and 
has four. suits stopped, but with one 
unstopped suit to bid only one no 
trump. 

The west hand counts 18, one more 
than the no trump minimum. It 
would unquestionably be a ‘two no 
trump bid if the hearts were stopped.
